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Response To Upland Red Cross 
Drive Seems Slower This Year 


Reports from V. K. L. Patterson, chairman of the 1948 
Upland Red Cross fund campaign, are not very encouraging. 
Workers are finding it more difficult this year to solicit con- 
tributions and getting turned down more than ever before. 

This is an unfortunate situation because the Red Cross 
does really need our help in order to survive. This worthy 
organization is in existence because we, as a people, realiz- 
ed its humanitarian value and took steps towards its estab- 
lishment. But to continue to function it needs our financial 
assistance constantly. Its annual drives must be supported 
and the money must be forthcoming every year. 

Like any other good business organization, the Red Cross 
must operate on a budget and last year, as has been men- 
tioned before, twice the amount allotted for home disasters 
had to be spent so that the victims of the Texas explosion, 
Oklahoma tornadoes and other tragedies of nature could 
be helped. Think of the countless lives that might have 
been lost if the Red Cross had not been in existence at all. 

It is easy for us now to ignore the pleas of the Upland 
Red Cross. Yet none of us can foresee when we personally 
may need its help in many different ways. If an earth- 
qiuiake or a severe wind should strike Upland, it would 
be the people of the Red Cross who would first rush to our 
aid. Helping the Red Cross is like an insurance not only 
for ourselves but for our fellow humans as well. It is only 
by the spirit of cooperation and helping one another that 
we can keep Civilization as we know it intact. and the Red 
Cross is one of the most civilized institutions of our time. 

The quota for Upland is $6,310. It's considerably lower 
than during the war years. Surely we can meet that before 
the drive ends this month. It is essential that we do.
